A congressional investigation 
opened Thursday evening to deter- 
mine whether the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency broke down on its 
first major assignment, that of 
safeguarding the inter-American 
conference. 

This agency was established 
Sept. 20, 1947, for the purpose of 
co-ordinating all intelligence of the 
Government in behalf of national 
‘pecurity. The express design was 
to avert the possibility of another 
Pearl Harbor with its fatal conflict 
of intelligence between Army and 
Navy.

COLD WAR FREEZING 
UP AMERICAN FLOW 
OF GIFTS TO RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
~-The cold war is freezing up the 
flow of American gifts to Rus- 
sians. 

At the current rate, Department 
of Coramerce officials said today, 
donations to Russia this year 
through private relief or aid or- 
ganizations will be less than a 
quarter of last year’s total. 

They told a reporter shipments 
up to April averaged less than 
$40,000 a month. If the present 
rate continues that would bring 
year’s total to less than $500,- 


By contrast, last year's gifts 
were worth $2,174,000 those in 1946 
totaled $11,782,000. 

Before Hitlé turned on Russia 
in 1941, American gift shipments 
to the Soviets were too small to 
be en eg by the Commerce De- 

en 

In 1941 about $354,000 worth was 
sent through such organizations 
as Russian War Relief. In 1942 
the total shot up to $10,457,000; in 
1948, $19,089,000, and in 1944, they 
rolled up to $25,480,000, 

The peak came the final war 
year, with a $33,675,000 total. 

The gifts-to-Russia during the 
first three months of 1948 were 
valued at $109,000. This compares 
with donations totaling $143,055 to 
Czechoslovakia, $320,348 to Poland 
and $138,211 to Romania for March 
alone,

against testimony of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission’s tech- 


nical staff that had advocated cuts 


in operating expenses and other 
changes which, if approved, would 
more than wipe out the need for 
the $3,250,000 in annual Missouri 
telephone rate increases sought by 
the company. 

The company has arranged with 
the commission to provide eight or 
nine days next month for its cross- 
examination of the opposing wit- 
nesses and for possible rebuttal 
testimony. The commission. staff 
had required only a day and a 
half for its direct testimony, in- 
cluding numerous exhibits. 

After its presentation had been 
virtually completed yesterday, an 
expert retained by Kansas City 
advocated a one fourth reduction 
in the rate of return allowed on 
the company’s investment and a 
radical change in treatment of 
depreciation reserve, which would 
further offset any need for rate 
increases. 

Two-Phase Attack. 

Two fields of commission staff 
testimony are expected to draw 
special attention from the com- 
pany in its cross-cxamination. One 
is a recommendation for eliminat- 
ing from consideration in rate- 
making nearly $2,000,000 in plant 
maintenance expenses, on the 
ground the current level used by 
the company is abnormally high. 
The other is a proposal to reduce 
the rate of depreciation charges 
on the plant by one third, which 
would knock out almost $2,000,000 
more. 

Commission engineers who made 
these recommendations yesterday 
did not go into great detail. Doubt- 
less they will be subjected to 
lengthy cross- examination, It ap- 
peared probable the company 
would. call on its-—own engineers 
for rebuttal on these matters. 
| The hearing, which already has 
required 17 days, in several ses- 
sions, since last December, will be 
resumed for one day next Tuesday 
to wind up the opposition, Then 
it will be taken up again in the 
week of May 10. Company repre- 
sentatives, suggesting fhat would 
not be sufficient time for them, ar- 
ranged with the commission to set 
aside May 24, 25 and 26 also. The 
likelihood remains also that par- 
ticipants in a current national in- 
vestigation of Western Electric Co. 
prices and profits will be called 
as witnesses, 

An important concluding exhibit 
of the commission staff will be 
presented Tuesday by Homer L. 
Thorp, chief accountaht. There 
will be brief further testimony by 
Charles W. Knapp of Hartford, 
Conn., accountant, the expert for 
Kansas City. In addition, Milton 
M. Kinsey, president of the St. 
Louis Board of Public Service, will 
testify against the rate increases 
as the city witness for St. Louis. 

Knapp put squarely before the 
commission yesterday a recom- 
mendation for a simple change in 
policy which would have the ef- 
fect of making the depreciation 
reserve account in its entirety an 
offset against the plant invest- 
ment in determining the invest- 
ment on which the company 
would be entitled to earn profits. 
He proposed that the commission 
set the charge for assumed earn- 
ings on the depreciation reserve 
at exactly the same level. as it 
fixed the rate of return on invest- 
ment, , 

At present the commission re- 
quires all utilities to charge earf- 
ings at 3 per cent on depreciation 
reserves. Its general policy here- 
tofore has been to allow 6.5 per 
cent as a fair rate of return on 
investment. Knapp advocated al- 
lowing Southwestern Bell only 4.85 
per cent for return and making 
the charge of its depreciation re- 
serve 4.85 per cent also. This

Former Circuit Attorney 
Succumbs to Pneumo- 
nia After Operation— 
64 Years Old—Funeral 
Monday. 


Lawrence McDaniel, former Cir- 
cuit Attorney of St. Louis, widely 
known in Missouri Democratic 


politics; died of pneumonia at 
Jewish Hospital today, following 
an operation necessitated by dia- 
betes. He had been in the hospital 
since April 7. 

McDaniel had been parole offi- 
cer of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
for Criminal Causes in recent 
years. He was 64 years old. 

His physician said today that 
he had been in ill health for 
about eight years and in intense 
pain for the last several months. 
The day after he had entered the 
hospital his left leg was ampu- 
tated because of the spread of a 
gangrenous condition resulting 
from diabetes. This was coupled 
with hardening of the arteries. 

His home was at 5936 Water- 
man boulevard. He is survived by 
his wife, two sons, Gilbert W. Me- 
Daniel and Lawrence McDaniel 
Jr, and a daughter, Mrs. Harold 
R. Colbert. 

The funeral will be held Monday 
at p.m. at Grace Methodist 
Church, Skinker and Waterman 
boulevards, followed by cremation. 
The body will be at the Robert J. 
Ambruster undertaking establish-

(Clark said he understood that 
a “substantial number of the 
miners” have not yet obeyed the 
court’s order by returning to work. 
“Mr, Lewis and his attorney may 
be sure that I shall take whatever 
action the facts and law warrant 
at the appropriate time,” Clark 
said), 

The order to which Lewis re- 
ferred was issued April 3 by Unit- 
ed States District Judge Matthew 
F. McGuire. It directed Lewis and 
his union to get the soft coal min- 
ers back in the pits. 

They had been out on Strike 
since March 15 in a dispute over 
payments from the miners’ pen- 
sion funds. 

Two Thirds Back at Work. 

About two thirds of the 400,000 
miners have returned to work this 
week but the others are awaiting 
the outcome of a contempt of 
court action hanging over Lewis. 

Lewis's failure to heed the stop- 
strike order led to the contempt 
citation. Judge T. Alan Goldsbor- 
ough heard evidence on this last 
week and is expected to give his 
decision in court Monday. 

Lewis directed the miners to go 
back to work April 12 after he 
and an operators’ representative 
accepted Senator Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, as the third or 
neutral member of the miners’ 
welfare and retirement fund trus- 
tees. 

In that capacity Bridges is serv- 
ing with Ezra Van Horn, the trus- 
tee for the operators, and Lewis, 
Whois chairman of the board. 

The McGuire order was obtained 
by the Government under the na- 
tional emergency provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

This provision says that when 
a settlement is reached in the 
dispute, the Attorney General must 
ask the courts to discharge the 
anti-strike order. 

Opposing Viewpoints, 

The attitude of the Department 
of Justice has been that it doesn’t 
know whether a settlement has 
been reached or not. The union 
claims that when Lewis and 
Bridges agreed April 12 on the 
tentative terms of pension pay- 
ments for the miners, the dispute 
was settled. 

The Hopkins letter to Clark to- 
day reviewed the case, and pointed 
out the language of the Taft- 
Hartley law. The letter concluded: 

“I do now, therefore, further 
call upon you as the Attorney 
General of the United States, to 
discharge your statutory duty, 
mandatorily laid upon you, and to 
forthwith and without delay ‘move 
the court to discharge the injunc- 
tion.“ 

In addition to asking Judge 
Goldsborough to find Lewis and 
the union guilty of contempt, the 
Justice Department has requested 
a temporary injunction to replace 
the restraining order which is due 
to expire next Friday. 

This order was first served on 
Lewis April 5.

LONG CITY, STATE 
POLITICAL CAREER 


Up to the disastrous incident of 
the attempted governorship steal 
in 1941, “Larry” McDaniel held an 
enviable place in the esteem of St. 
Louisans. He had had his political 
ups and downs, but nothing had 
impaired the general liking for 
the plump, frierdly man who 
seemed to know everyone by his 
first name, and who had a story 
to fit every occasion, 

He was city Excise Commission- 
er, by appointment of Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann, when he won 
the Democratic nomination for 


Governor in the August primary 


of 1940, State Senator Allen Me- 
Reynolds of Carthage was his op- 
ponent; McReynolds carried the 
state outside St. Louis; Me Daniel's 
lead in his home city made him 
the winner. 

Parallel Activities. 

The Republicans, in the same 
primary, nominated Forrest C. 
Donnell, St, Louis lawyer living 
in Webster Groves, for Governor. 
Donnell and McDaniel were na- 
tives of adjoining counties in 
Northwest Missouri, and attended 
the University of Missouri at the 
same time; they attended the same 
church, Grace Methodist, and were 
in the same Masonic bodies; they 
had appeared as friendly antagon- 
ists in public debates. 

Outside St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, the vote In the November 
election was almost evénly divided. 
St. Louis went for McDaniel by 
more than 30,000; St. Louis County 
gave Donnell a lead of more than 
33,000; the official returns showed 
the election of Donnell by 3613 
plurality. The Democrats elected 
the rest of their state ticket by 
pluralities of 73,000 to 109,000, 
Democratic majority was elected 
to both houses of the Legislature. 

Loss of tRe governorship, with 
its large patronage, Was some- 
thing the Democratic state lead- 
ers could not bear to contemplate, 
Charges of Fraud were heard, 
though the Democratic state ad- 
ministration had controlled the 
election machinery in the three 
largest cities of the state. 

The Constitution provided means 
of contesting an election, but it 
provided also that the candidate 
elected on the face of the returns 
should first be seated. This did 
not satisfy some of the partisans, 
who resolved that Donnell should 
not be seated at all. The scheme 
evolved, at a party conference in 
the De Soto Hotel and thereafter, 
was that the lower House of the 
Legislature should refuse to seat 
Donnell, and should name a spe- 
cial committee to investigate the 
election and declare the winner. 

Persuaded to Acquiesce, 

McDaniel was reluctant to con- 
sider this plan, and did not at- 
tend the hote] meeting. C. Marion 
Hulen of Moberly, Democratic 
state chairman, went to Mo- 
Daniel's home with a bundle 
which, he said, contained evidence 
of fraud, to be presented to the 
Legislature. McDaniel was per- 
suaded to acquiesce in the scheme 
—he later considered this the mis- 
take of his life.

- ‘Why Marshall Didn't Act. 


In determining to reject a dark 
view of pre-conference intelli- 
gence, Secretary Marshall had 
plausible grounds. Scarcely a week 
passes in which Washington is 
not advised of “possible disorders” 
in one or another of the Latin 
American republics. 


President Truman said that he 
himself had received such warn- 
ings in advance of his trips to 
Brazil Mexico and Puerto Rico. 
The cry of “wolf” had been heard 
so often as to lose its force. 


Until recent months, Colombia 
had enjoyed for half a century a 
record of stability and internal 
peace exceptional in Latin Amer- 
ica. Its government gave earnest 
pledges that it had the situation 
securely in hand. At considerable 
cost, it had made elaborate prepa- 
rations for the reception, housing 
and entertainment of the dele- 
gates. The United States believed 
it could not afford to “insult” a 
good neighbor by asking to be ex- 
cused from its engagement on the 
ground of rumors that some Bo- 
gatanos might stage an uprising. 


The optimistic attitude adopted 
by the State Department was de- 
fended by Acting Secretary Lovett 
at this week’s press conference. 
It was well known, he said, that 
the situation in Colombia was 
tense and that demonstrations 
such as had occurred already 


might be repeated. These demon- 


strations were expected to be of 
a character familiar to Washing- 
ton in picketings of the White 
House and various embassies. 


“So far as I know,” said Lovett, 
“there wag no indication there was 
going to be an assassination or the 
burning and sacking of Bogota, or 
anything of that order.” 


Reasons Against Optimism. 


On the other hand, there were 
cogent reasons for anticipating 
serious trouble. 

To start with, no citizen of Co- 
lombia has forgotten the secession 
of its northernmost province which 
was engineered by President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt to obtain a route 
for the Panama Canal. The eco- 
nomic situation in the country was 
known to be tragic, with cruel in- 
flation and the highest cost of liv- 
ing in South America. 

Repeated outbreaks, principally 
in the Department of ‘Norte de 
Santander, had been put down by 
troops since January; and in each 
there had been loss of life. There 
were labor disputes in the banana 
fields, petroleum areas and gold 
and platinum mines, and many 
small-scale incidents of rioting 
and looting. Nine-tenths of the 
population was living on the verge 
of minimum subsistence. 

In September of last year the 
American Embassy in Bogota was 
stoned, and embassy cars were 
overturned. 

“There was every evidence,” 
said one spokesman, “that the peo- 
ple were highly inflamed and 
ready for violence.” 


Political Situation Red Hot. 

Political as well as economic 
conditions were incandescent. A 
split of the Liberal party in the 
last presidential election placed in 
power the minority Conservative 
party. In February the Liberals 
withdrew from a National Unity 
Cabinet, and Gaitan, who was cer-

WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP)—

agents abroad. The CIA is the 
clearing house for all intelligence 
reports. 

Brown is chairman of a House 
Executive Expenditures subcom- 
mittee investigating whether the 
intelligence service gave adequate 
warning of last week's uprising 
in Bogota, Colombia. 

R. Adm, R. H. Hillenkoetter of 
St. Louis, chief of CIA, told the 
group Thursday that numerous 
reports of the unrest and possi- 
bility of violence in Colombia were 
given the State Department, but 
that one intelligence dispatch 
from Bogota was not forwarded 
to Washington. It was a March 
23 report warning of possible 
Communist molestation of the 
United States delegates then pre- 
paring to go to Colombia for the 
inter-American conference. 

Hillenkoetter testified that the 
warning was held up because a 
State Department advance man in 
Bogota, O. J. Libert, did not want 
to alarm the delegates.

Could FBI Have Done Better? 
In view of this showing, top au- 
thorities in various intelligence 
services in Washington doubt 
whether the FBI could have ddne 
a better job in collecting informa- 
tion, and point out that its recom- 
mendations would also have been 
subject to decision -by the White 
House and State Department. 

In 1940 President Roosevelt 
gave to the FBI full control of 
United States intelligence in the 
Western Hemisphere. It developed 
a force of about 500 specially 
trained agents. They were recalled 
from Latin America when CIA 
was set up last year. Champions 
of CIA declare that FBI operated 
openly in this field, with its name 
usually blazoned over its offices; 
and that its agents, who worked 
in close contact with local military 
and police authorities, were gen- 
erally well known. 

The test of CIA efficiency in 
gathering intelligence will come 
with definite identification of 
Gaitan’s assassin and final deter- 
mination of his motives. Adm, 
Hillenkoetter told the House sub- 
committee that the killer was be- 
lieved to have been a 26-year-old 
Bogotano named Jose Sierra, and 
that the crime was one of “per- 
sonal and private vengeance.” 
Gaitan was Colombia's foremost 
criminal lawyer, with a long rec- 
ord of acquittals. The day before 
his death he obtained the release 
of a defendant accused of mur- 
dering a Colombian army officer. 
The assassin was tentatively iden- 
tified as the dead officer’s nephew. 
“Only Superman and Steve Can- 
yon combined,” said an authority 
at the State Department, “could 
have learned that, at 1:15 p.m., on 
April 9, six blocks away from the 


meeting place of the conference, 
Jorge Elicier Gaitan would be shot 
to death by a personal enemy 
named Jose Sierra. Such pinpoint 
predictions of acts virtually un- 
premeditated are beyond the pow- 
er of any human intelligence serv- 
ice.” 

Pending conclusion of the case, 
there has been speculation that 
Gaitan may have been murdered 
by some fanatical member of the 
Conservative party who saw in 
him a deadly menace to the cause 
of property and church. The Lib- 
eral chieftain was educated in 
Italy and was at one time an ad- 
mirer of Mussolini. It may have 
been feared that Gaitan, after be- 
ing elected President, would set 
up a Fascist dictatorship in Co- 
lombia. He was a Socialist, like 
Mussolini in his younger phase. 
The Conservative party itself was 
committed to the success of the 
conference, 

Theory of Red Conspiracy. 

A crime of this sort would also 
have been personal and “unpre- 
meditated” and therefore outside 
the province of intelligence opera- 
tions, but the situation might have 
been different if, as some have 
theorized, the agsassination grew 
out of a conspiracy hatched at 
the Soviet Embassy in Bogota. A 
number of persons would ‘have 
been involved, and intelligence 
agents would have been expected 
to get wind of the plot. 

Few will doubt that the Russian 
secret police is ruthless and subtle 
enough to procure a political mur- 
der, kill the assassin to avert con- 
fession ‘and mutilate his features 
so as to delay or prevent identifi- 
cation. 

It is also agreed that Gaitan 
would have been their inevitable 
choice as victim. He was the idol 
of the Colombian populace. The 
death of no other man could have 
been counted on to set off a chain- 
reaction of violence. In addition, 
Gaitan personally defeated & Com- 
munist proposal to embarrass the 
conference with a general strike. 

However, the prevailing opinion 
here is that Gaitan’s murder was 
not a Communist deed, but was 
seized on as a providential occa- 
sion for putting in operation a 
demonstration previously planned 
in detail. 

“Seen in retrospect,” said an of- 
ficial who had a part in evaluat- 
ing the evidence from Bogota, it 
is possible that we underrated the 
potentialities of the situation. We 
believed we had no logical basis 
for estimating that violence, if it 
broke out, would get so far out of 
hand with such speed, Neither the 
Colombian Government nor our 
own anticipated the type and

NEW YORK, April 17 (AP)— 
Jose Figueres, leader of the rebel 


forces in Costa Rica, said today 
he would march on the capital, 
San Jose, “if the Communists 
keep blocking settlement” of the 
civil war. 

He made the statement in a 
telephone interview from Cartago, 
75 miles south of San Jose. 

Figueres said the Fortress de- 
fending Cartago fell to the rebels 
at 2 a.m, yesterday. His forces 
occupied the city itself on Mon- 
day. 

Figueres said he captured the 
Government garrison at Cartago 
and the hostages who had been 
held there to prevent him from 
directing artillery fire on the fort- 
ress, 

“A Modest Civilian.” 

He described himself in the in- 
terview as neither a general nor 
2 but “just a modest civil- 
an.“ 

Figueres has been leading a re- 
volt against the Costa Rican Gov- 
ernment of President Teodoro Pi- 
cado since March 12, when the 
Congress canceled as fraudulent 
the election of Otilio Ulate as Pres- 
ident, Figueres supports Ulate. He 
said Picado is “in a state of sur- 
render,” but that the conflict has 
not been settled because Commu- 
nists led by Manuel Mora are op- 
posing the move. 

He said negotiations were con- 
tinuing through a group of diplo- 
mats, including envoys from the 
United States and Mexico and a 
representative of the Vatican. 

Figueres agreed to a 24-hour 
truce in the fighting to facilitate 
the negotiations. 

Doesn't Trust Government. 

He said the truce was still in 
effect but that he did not trust 
the Government officials. 

“They gave the envoys full pow- 
ers to negotiate and then when 
the Ambassadors returned they re- 
neged on the terms and asked for 
more concessions,” Figueres de- 
clared. 

“There are three groups in the 
opposition—-the Communists, the 


Picadistas and the Calderonistas. 
The Communists are the strongest 
and Mora is the ablest leader. The 
others take to their heels when 
they run up against us.“ 

The Calderonistas support Ra- 
fael Calderon Guardia, the Gov- 
ernment candidate for President 
over whom Ulate claimed victory. 

Figueres said a violation of a 
previous truce agreement cost the 
Government forces 120 dead. He 
said the rebel forces had “a num- 
ber of casualties also, so from 
now on they (the Government) 
can ask for the truces. But we 
know they don't observe them, 
and we prepare accordingly.”

Asked if there would be an 
immediate attack on San Jose, 
Figueres replied: 

“T cannot tell you that, as you 
realize, but we are ready.” 

He said he and his followers 
were quite willing to make con- 
cessions “but we will not accept 
any international commitments, 
and above all nothing that would 
conflict with the policies~of the 
United States against Commu- 
nism.” 3

CHICAGO, April 17—A coroner’s 
jurf yesterday recommended that

Then he telephoned 
police early Thursday and led 
them to the woman's body in an 
alley in the section known as 
“Skid Row.” 

Stephens said he had been dis- 
charged from both the Army and 
the Navy for “unsuitable mental 
attitudes.” Pollee” quoted him as 
saying that while in service he 
had killed a Filipino aboard ship 
for stealing his cigarettes. 
Stephens, a baker, was released 
last Monday from Cook County 
Psychopathic Hospital. A staff 
physician testified that examina- 
tion of the man in the hospital 
had produced no evidence that he 
was “homicidal.” 

Police said Stephens told them 
he first got into trouble at the 
age of 9, when he was arrested in 
St. Louis for carrying a black- 
jack. In 1944 he was sentenced to 
50 days in the St. Louis work- 
house for carrying a revolver. His 
father, Marion Stephens, lives in 
Granite City, he told police, and 
his mother, Mrs. Eletha Albright, 
lives on Route 4, Baden Station. 
Stephens told of his father’s 
Adolph 
Kreidler, a St. Louis patrolman, 
was shot to death in 1931 when 
he attempted to prevent a holdup 
on a Grand boulevard bus. Marion 
Stephens in a signed statement 
said ke had helped plan the hold- 
up and was in an automobile 
waiting to help the actual killer

A resolution condemning the

How Many Freight Cars? 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The statement in your interesting edi- 
torial about “Our Unready Railroads,“ 
that “if war should come tomorrow, the 
country would be 125,000 freight cars 
short of its actual needs,” prompts the 
question: What is the basis for your 
statement? 

For example, you appear to overlook 

‘the fact that on March 1, 1948, the ag- 
gregate number of railroad-owned serv- 
iceable freight cars was 672,920 fewer 
than in 1925, when they aggregated 
2,414,083. 

It is the considered opinion of some 
ef us who have been engaged in tra 
portation activities for many years, we 
could well use at least a half-million 
more freight cars than are now in op- 
eration. 


The average freight car now, and for 
45 or more years past, spends about 21 
of every 25 hours in terminals—the bot- 
tleneck of rapid freight service. 

During the roaring 20s, when railroad 
freight-car ownerdhip was approximately 
30 per cent greater than at present, and 
when peace reigned abroad and we were 
not involved in war, freight-car short- 
ages Were quite frequent. 

Some very interesting facts can be ob- 
tained from the statistics of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission regarding 
freight-car ownership and operation. 

To illustrate: although total railroad 
mileage operated has increased some- 
what since 1903 with the tremendous 
increase in population, industry and 
commerce of the country during the past 
_ & years, the number of freight cars 
owned and operated now is approxi- 
mately only 87,000 more than in 1903. 
And now the railroads own approxi- 
mately 700,000 fewer freight cars than 
they did in 1925. 

Many more than 125,000 additional 
freight cars are needed, I respectfully 
eubmit. :

Missouri Needs N urses 


Missouri now has 8761 registered nurses, ac- 
cording to the State Board of Nurse Examiners. 
At least twice that number could be used. In 
general, Missouri hospitals are suffering from 
the same shortage of personnel that has brought 
about a nation-wide complaint. And the lack of 
nurses in private homes is even more serious. 
The solution here would seem to be the same 
one suggested elsewhere: the proper training 
and licensing of practical nurses. 

The state’s educational requirements for a 
nursing certificate are not quite as high as those 
which in some other places have caused medical 
associations and some hospital administrators to 
complain that nurses actually are being edu- 
cated away from the bedside.” Missouri, for 
example, requires only a high school education 
for admission to a nurses’ training school. 

Yet since 1927 Missouri has insisted that such 


schools give a three-year course. As elsewhere. 


the emphasis is on turning out highly trained 
experts. No one will for a moment dispute the 
need of a competent person in the operating 
room and the laboratory or even at the bedside 
under certain conditions. 

Nevertheless, doctors assert that 80 or 85 per 
cent of nursing does not demand such specialized 
knowledge. The administration of most medi- 


eines, the taking of temperatures, bathing and 


otherwise making a patient comfortable—duties 
such as these do not call for super-specialists. 
Ordinary intelligence and competence suffice to 
carry out a doctor’s orders. And in the home— 
especially when the mother happens to be the 
patient—a willingness to help in caring for the 
children and even in the preparation of a meal 
may do more good than a knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of psychiatry. This is not to say that a 
nurse should be turned into a cook or a scullery 
maid, but it is meant to point out a real need. 

In New York, Michigan and some other states 
the answer to both the home and the hospital 
problem has been found in practical nurses, 
especially when they work under proper super- 
vision. There are practical nurses of a sort in 
Missouri, but they have no standing before the 
State Board of Nurse Examiners. No standards 
are set for their education. They are required 
to pass no examination prior to practice. The 
result, of course, is that some of them follow 
primitive old wives’ ways. 

Fortunately, the shortage of nurses which be- 
came acute during the war has awakened the 
nursing organizations of Missouri to the need for 
practical nurses. According to Miss Lucille 
Whiteside, director of public health nursing in 
the Department of Public Health and Welfare, 
the Missouri State Nurses Association is plan- 
ning to go before the 1949 Legislature to ask for 
a law covering recognition, qualifications and 
supervision of practical nurses. Two hospitals 
already offer brief courses in practical nursing. 

It would be folly even to imply that educa- 
tional standards alone are responsible for the 
nursing problem. The very fact that registered 
nurses leave our hospitals for better paying jobs 
as air line hostesses and the like indicates that 
economics has much to do with the matter. 

The immediate problem, however, is that of 
providing decent care for those who need it but 
now cannot get it. Recognition of properly trained 
practical nurses could be of great help. |

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The European Pact and More 


Foreign Secretary Bevin was right beyond 
argument in saying that the signing of the 
charter of the new European Economie Co- 
operation Organization in Paris was an event of 
high historic importance. It betokens a measure 
of joint international action greater than any 
previously achieved in time of peace. The only 
regret is that it is not wider in scope. 

It had been hoped, and, indeed, it is still to be 
hoped, that the economic co-operation of the 16 
nations should lead to permanent military alli- 
ance and political union, to nothing less than a 
United States of Europe. Working together 
under the new agreement, they may come to 
realize the feasibility of such a merger as keenly 
as the current international situation demon- 
strates its desirability. 

As it stands, the charter sticks to matters 
economic. Its preamble declares a prosperous 
Europe to be essential to achieve the objects of 
the United Nations, to safeguard individual lib- 
erties, to increase the general welfare,” and to 
the maintenance of peace.” The body of the 
document provides the framework of means by 
which such prosperity is to be co-operatively 
created—through the full use of resources, the 
reduction of trade barriers, the stability of cur- 
rencies, and so on. 

It should not be forgotten, of course, that the 
charter has a special purpose, the most effective 
utilization of American aid to Europe. As such, 
it is, in a strict sense, a temporary pact. But 
interdependence will not disappear when the 
need for aid ends. It will be as important to 
maintain prosperity as to achieve it. It is this 
need which may yet bring the nations of Europe, 
including Germany, into deeper concert. 
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Grand Opera in St. Louis 

The third annual visit of the Metropolitan 
Opera Co. to St. Louis, beginning April 29, will 
be made during the course of the longest tour 
ever undertaken by that organization. The Met’s 
itinerary extends, literally, from coast to coast, 
with Los Angeles as its Western terminus. 

The success of past Metropolitan tours and 
of the one now in progress hardly sup- 
ports the belief that opera is too exotic and too 
artificial for Americans. Capacity houses have 
been more nearly the rule than the exception. 


In St. Louis—as elsewhere—many previous 


operatic ventures have failed. The causes, how- 
ever, were usually economic. Productions were 
not adequately underwritten, and as a result 
were skimpy; or prices were too high. 

Tickets for the Metropolitan productions will 
not be cheap as entertainment goes. But the 
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value is good; for the Met, whatevey its faults, 
still gives the best opera in the United States. 
Moreover, tickets will be cheaper in St. Louis 
than in New York or anywhere else. The seating 
capacity of the Kiel Auditorium Convention Hall 
makes that possible. 

The St. Louis engagement of three perform- 
ances takes on added interest because Der 
Rosenkavalier“ by Richard Strauss will be pre- 
sented here for the first time. 
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Questionable Decision on Tokens 


The decision eliminating tokens on St. Louis 


Publie Service Co. vehicles is not only unfortu- 
nate but ill-timed. In authorizing this 1%-cent 
fare increase for token-users, the State Public 
Service Commission, we believe, gave weight to 
the “valuation” method of rate-making where it 
actually applies very poorly. 

True, the commission said that it has not ac- 
cepted a value on the company’s property. It 
mentioned questionable items in the company’s 
claimed valuation and deferred final decision 
until a pending audit is completed. Neverthe- 
less, the commission said that the net earnings 
for 1948, with the tokens eliminated, would pro- 
vide a return of only 1.58 per cent on the com- 
pany’s claimed figure. And once it gave even 
tentative significance to so low a return, it ap- 
parently concluded that the proposed increase 
was justified. 

Unfortunately, valuation theory is unreal in 
this case. In round figures, the company’s capi- 
tal stock is worth $8,000,000 today. (The prin- 
cipal stockholders bought in when it was much 
cheaper). With the tokens eliminated, its esti- 
mated earnings will be $964,000. This is a 12 
per cent return to stockholders, which is exces- 
sive. It amounts to allowing them a profit on 
obsolescent values which have been written off 


in repeated bankruptcies and reorganization of 


this utility. N 

The law once required valuation decisions, 
but the United States Supreme Court has autho- 
rized a fairer rule in the Hope Natural Gas case. 
After that decision, rates need be only high 
enough to “enable the company to operate suc- 
cessfully, to maintain its financial integrity, to 
attract capital and to compensate its investors 
for the risks involved.” | 

Step by step, the states are adopting this 
realistic rule. Instead of going through with a 
valuation ritual in this case where it unjustly 
penalizes the consumer, the Missouri commis- 
sion should join the procession. If it does that, 
the case for the fare increase will vanish. 
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Suit Against the School Board 


There are some groups of citizens who believe 
that principle is important, and prominent among 
these is the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
is not in the least strange, therefore, to find the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Committee supporting 
a suit of a father of two children in the public 
schools against the continuation of religious in- 
struction on a “released time” basis to the close 
of the school year, June 4. 

The School Board’s decision to ignore the Su- 
preme Court ruling in the McCollum case, even 
temporarily, was an invitation to just such a suit. 
Now it has been filed and the school authorities 
may find themselves enjoined by an order of the 
Circuit Court. If they do, Emmet T. Carter, 
School Board counsel, and Superintendent 
Hickey will be in the clear since they recom- 
mended an immediate end to the program. 

St. Louis had a chance to distinguish itself by 
being the first large community to square its 
religious instruction program with the now con- 
trolling law. Yielding to the pressure of sectar- 
ian interests, the School Board chose to run the 
risk of getting by. For its flouting of the Mc- 
Collum decision, it now finds itself haled into 
court. This is a situation which becomes neither 
the churchmen nor School Board members. 
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Issue in Costa Rica 


Are the Communists in Costa Rica playing the 
game of encouraging the Costa Rican administra- 
tion and its opposition to wear each other down, 
so that their own forces can step in, fresh, and 
take over? If not, the train of events is‘a re- 
markable series of coincidences. 

Costa Rica’s proximity to the Panama Canal 
makes the outcome, as it affects the Communist 
power in that Central American country, of vital 
interest to the United States. 

The Communists, through their Popular Van- 
guard party, supported the Government-backed 
Republican candidate, former President Cal- 
deron, who lost the election but was declared 
elected by Congress after he charged fraud. 
Communists are said also to have supported 
Otilio Ulate, the Union Nacional party leader, 
who won on the face of the returns, and whom 
Col. Figueres is trying, by means of armed re- 
volt, to put into the presidency, 

While the Government commands the alleg- 
iance of the troops in the Artillery Barracks in 
San Jose, the New York Times reports that the 
troops in the other barracks, Bella Vista, are 
loyal to Manuel Mora, leader of the Popular 
Vanguard party. Ricardo Fournier, chairman of 
the Costa Rican delegation to UN, denies that 
the Army is divided in loyalty, but the Times 
says the administration now is convinced that its 
barracks and the Communist barracks. must 
eventually fight it out. eee 

The truce which the United States, Mexican 
and Panamanian ambassadors and the papal 
nuncio are negotiating between Figueres and the 
Administration is therefore a bright spot in 
the situation but it may not be decisive. The 
real question may be, regardless of which can- 
didate occupies the presidency, whether the 
Army shall be controlled by the Government or 
by the Communist party. 
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Bonds for Peace 

Every dollar invested in savings bonds, says 
President Truman, is “a dollar to win the peace.” 
The “winning the peace” slogan has been over- 
worked but here it applies exactly. Inflation is 
an enemy of*peace. If surplus buying power 
continues to carry prices upward, aid to other 
democracies and our own defense program will 
become much more difficult.

For a Firmer Stand in Berlin

Situation in the German capital is moving toward the tragic or the 
ridiculous, says editorial; Russians aré making more and more un- 
reasonable demands in wrecking four-pewer co-operation; our rights 
there are unassailable, and it is time to make this clear to Kremlin.

It is easy to talk lightly about the “pin- 
prick war,” the “war of face” or the “war 
of propaganda” which the Russians have 
opened against the position of the three 
Western allies in Berlin. But the fact is 
that the situation is Berlin is rapidly verg- 
ing upon either the 
tragic or the ridicu- 
lous; and this news- 
paper believes tha} 
the time has come 
for the United States 
Government to de- 
mand—as formally, 
publicly and emphat- 
ically as possible—a 
full explanation from 
the Government of 
the Soviet Union as 
to the end toward 
which its policies are 
ng eg 

The ussians be- 
5 Marshal Sokolovsky 
the four-power Allied Control Council over 
Germany. Since then they have taken the 
following steps: they have tried to wreck 
the four-power Kommandatura which gov- 
erns Berlin; they have asserted a right to 
supervision and inspection over Allied rail 
traffic out of Berlin, and though promis- 
ing to “clarify” the meaning of this out- 
rageous claim, they have so far failed to 
do 80. 


One of their fighter planes recklessly 
collided with and brought down a British 
airliner entering the British airport at Ber- 
lin, incinerating the 14 passengers and crew 
members. When the Russian commander, 
Marshal Sokolovsky, seemed willing to ac- 
cept this as a tragic accident, he was sum- 
marily removed to Moscow; while a pre- 
posterous version of the affair was ad- 
vanced which, however incredible in itself, 
would supply a basis for asserting a com- 
plete right of control (in the interest of 
“safety”) over Western air traffic into and 
out pf Berlin, 


The Russians have demanded the re- 
moval of the American military personnel 
which now mans the telephonic relay sta- 
tions on the communication lines passing 
through Soviet-occupied territory to Berlin. 
They have demanded the suppression of 
the two relief and safety stations, one 


manned by American and the other by 
British troops, on the automobile highway. 

What all this amounts to is an assertion, 
on one flimsy pretext or another, of a full 
right of Soviet control over air, rail, high- 
way, telephonic and telegraphic communi- 
cations between the Western-held sectors 
of Berlin and the Western-occupied areas 
of Germany. 

If any such assertion is made good, it is 
quite apparent that the Americans, Brit- 
ish and French can remain in Berlin only 
on the sufferance and as the prisoners of 
the Kremlin. 

The operation is being carried out by the 
classic Hitler method of taking “limited 
objectives,” one at a time, until an un- 
assailable position is finally consolidated. 
Gen, Clay and his colleagues on the ground, 
being only the agents of their peoples, are 
trying to meet it by the equally classic 
methods of reasonable men—patience, con- 
ciliation, the avoidance of unnecessary 
alarms—which are all too likely to end in 
ultimate defeat. 

With no firmer mandate than they pos- 
sess, they cannot well do anything else. But 
the governments behind them can do some- 
thing else and ought to do it, now, while 
there is still time to control this danger- 
ous development, 

There is no reason why the Government 
of the United States should not now inform 
the Kremlin that our rights in the four- 
power 5 of Berlin are clear and 
unassailable; tHat those rights imply as 
free and unhindered access to our troops in 
Berlin as the Russiana enjoy; that such 
things as relay stations and safety posts 
will not be abandoned, but will be imme- 
diately reinforced with heavy armed 
guards; that fighter planes will be used to 


protect air traffic against any interference, 


and that while this country is willing to 
consider any free ay agreed settlement of 
the Berlin and the German problems, it 
cannot accept the underhanded whittling 
away of rights which were won by the 
blood of its troops and the billions it poured 
out to help the Kremlin to its present posi- 
tion. . 

A full demand for a clear accounting 
over the Berlin situation is likely to do 
more promptly and peaceably to “clarify” 
the entire position than all the super-dis- 


ereet manetvering of the moment.

ate, with the atomic bomb on the end. 
he question of the world’s future, he 
thinks, is still “a very open one.” 


In an address at Columbia University, he 
endeavored to moderate the present mood 
of pessimism and even panic with the 
calmer counsel of the historian, who knows 
that there is little that is really new be- 
neath the sun. These are dangerous and 


difficult times. But, says Mr. Tognbee, 
“times have always been difficult.” 


What, then, is today’s difference which 
makes problems appear so appalling. and 
the future so dark? In this philosopher's 
estimate, mankind achieved a sense of

Between Book Ends 
The Red Men’s Greatest Revolt 


PONTIAC AND THE INDIAN UPRISING, Howard 
H. Peckham. (The Princeton University Wand : 


Allan Nevins in the Saturday, Review 
of Literature. 


If not the greatest of Indian chieftains. 
the fiery Ottawa leader Pontiac at any 
rate organized the greatest of the red 
men’s revolts against the whites. The seiz- 
ure of full continental authority in North 
America by the British in 1763 seemed to 
place the savage tribes, hitherto courted by 
the warring French and English, at the 
mercy of the conquefor. a 

Gen. Amherst did not know enough about 
the Indians to treat them magnanimously; 
the British authorities did not—perhaps 
could not—keep in peace all the promises 

they had made in 
war. With four 
tribes at his back, 
Pontiac rose in a 
spasmodic attempt to 
regain. the lost inde- 
pendence of action 
and obtain better 
terms for his people. 
He captured three of 
the Western (forts, 
besieged two more, 
and harried the bor- 
der country. r 

Then, as the Brit- 
ish gathered superior 
forces, the sieges of 
Detroit and Fort Pitt 
were raised, and Pontiac was compelled to 
yield. But he surrendered with honor, and 
became a valued ally of the crown, | 

This; story, as told long ago in Parkman's 
immortal prose, has never ceased to fas- 
cinate students of border history and the 
Indian. But if Parkman brought to it an 
unmatchable pen, he lacked a complete 
knowledge of Pontiac’s rising, and at one 
vital point went wholly astray. 

Mr. Peckham has used many manuscripts 
which were unavailable to his predecessor. 
He is thus able to give a more complete 
biography of Pontiac; to add much vivid 
new detail to the record of his bloody revolt 
and the means by which Gladwin, Bouquet, 
and other royal officers suppressed it; and 
dispel Parkman’s mistaken idea that Pon- 
tiac headed a carefully-organized conspir- 
acy embracing the whole West. 

Instead, Pontiac’s attack was restricted, . 
anti the other tribes rose spontaneously.

What Price Air Mail? 

But here is a significant con- 
trast. With the new pay increase 
included, the CAB finds that the 
Big Five must get 58 cents a ton 
Mile as a “service rate” for carry- 
ing the mail. At the same time 
the Big Five have applied for, 
and CAB has approved, rates for 
carrying cargo as low as 12% 
cents a ton mile. 

Since the air mail is business 
which does not have to be solicit- 
ed and since the ground handling 
is performed by the Government, 
it is extraordinary that CAB 
should find that carrying the mail 
costs almost five times as much 
as carrying cargo.

SENATOR WILEY 
OPPOSES JUDGES 
IN EXECUTIVE JOBS 


Tells Lawyers Here That 
Jurists Have Been Shift- 
ed Like Ribbon Counter 
Clerks, 


The independence of judges is 
an important part of the demo- 
‘cratic way of life in America, Sen- 
ator Alexander Wiley of Wiscon- 
sin, chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, said here last 
night in a speech in which he 
spoke strongly against use of 
judges in executive and adminis- 
trative posts. 

He spoke at the annual dinner 


of the Bar Association of St. Louis 
at the Chase hotel. Senator Wiley, 
a Republican, also attacked politi- 
cal appointments of judges. Since 
1932, he reported, 214 of 231 Fed- 
eral judges appointed were Demo- 
crats, 

“It seems painfully apparent 
that political allegiance was the 
one factor which dominated ap- 
pointments,” he asserted. “This 
is not healthy. The growing prac-. 
tice of ‘putting the finger’ on 
judges to fill executive posts is a 
matter of serious concern. Some- 
times these assignments result in 
the permanent withdrawal of a 
judge from the nation’s judiciary. 
Sometimes a judge is merely on 
‘lend-lease’ for temporary execu- 
tive duty. On other occasions, a 
judge-leaves a judicial post to en- 
gage in executive activities and is 
subsequently appointed to another 
judgeship, often higher in rank 
than the one previously held. 

Ethics at Stake. 

“Existing law does not providé 
adequate rules of conduct for all 
of the situations involved in this 
practice of shifting judges around: 
like ribbon counter clerks in a 
department store. The propriety 
of taking men from the bench to 
fill executive posts is governed al- 
most entirely by judicial ethics 
and public policy.

“It is reasonable to assume that 
it is difficult for a judge to main- 
tain his integrity and independ- 
ence if the practice becomes com- 
mon of selecting judges for execu- 
tive positions. 
“A judge is the human embodi- 
ment of an office dedicated to im- 
partial justice, an office which 
must have the highest possible 
public respect. The high stand- 
ard demanded of the Federal judi- 
ciary and its complete separation 
from executive and legislative 
branches shpuld not be subjected 
to the erosion of exceptions. The 
business of = is and should 
remain judging.” 

Russian Justice. 
The speaker contrasted Amer- 
jean courts with those in Russia, 
where the courts are “slavishly 
subservient to the executive 
branch of government,” and where 
“justice has been sandbagged into 
oblivion.” 
He spoke favotably of the Mis- 
souri system of selection of judges 
and said similar plans are bt ya

OF ART TO GERMANY 


Says Failure to Do So Would 
Weaken U.S. Position 
in Europe.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP) 
—Under Secretary of the Army 
William Draper said yesterday 
that failure to return world fa- 


mous art masterpieces to Germany 
immediately would weaken the 
United States position in Europe. 

Draper quoted a letter in which 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
commander in Germany, said “‘fail- 
ure to return these articles now 
would play directly into the hands 
of the Communists with their con- 
stantly reiterated propaganda of 
American exploitation.” 

Draper read Clay’s comments to 
a Senate armed services subcom- 
mittee. The committee opened 
hearings on a bill by Senator Ful- 
bright (Dem.), Arkansas, to keep 
the paintings in this country until 
Germany has a recognized govern- 
ment. 

*Fulbright’s measure would make 
them available for exhibitions at 
various cities in the country. They 
now are on exhibit at the National 
Art Gallery here. 

(Director Perry T. Rathbone of 
the St. Louis Art Museum has pro- 
posed that the paintings be shown 
in St. Louis.) 

The collection was brought to 
the United States for safekeeping 
in 1945. President Truman an- 
nounced the paintings would be 
returned when conditions war- 
ranted, In February, the army, 
on Clay’s advice, announced the 
collection would be sent back. 

Fulbright urged passage of his 
bill because “a return to Germany 
right now is ill advised.” He said 
he doubted “if conditions in Ger- 
many insure safety.”

The commission was reminded 
by Knapp that its notable Order 
38A, Which had established the 3 
per cent charge on the reserve 
earnings in 1945, had specifically 
retained the right to modify this 
rate. He pointed out that a com- 
pany witness had testified that 
Southwestern Bell maintained no 
idle funds, since its parent, Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
provides capital advances when 
needed. 

Furthermore, he said, another 
company witness had conceded 
that Southwestern Bell’s own in- 
vestment of the sum represented 
by its depreciation reserve earned 
a return at the same rate as the 
entire investment in telephone 
plant. Knapp used this point as 
a substantiation of his recommen- 
dation for increasing the charge 
for earnings on the reserve under 
Order 38A. 

Summarized, the effect of 
Knapp’s recommendations would 
be to allow the company rate in- 
creases of about $1,225,000 a year, 


or 38 per cent of what it had re- 
quested. However, in arriving at 
this conclusion he used the com- 
pany’s own figures on plant in- 
vestment and operating expenses, 
and made no provision for the ex- 
tensive cuts urged by the com- 
mission’s staff. The latter, if 
adopted, would be supplemental to 
what Knapp recommended. 

The return on investment Knapp 
advocated would be more than 
sufficient, he said, to enable 
Southwestern Bell to keep up its 
share in supporting A. T. & T.’s 
own “traditional” dividend rate of 
$9 a share. The company presum- 
ably will strongly attack Knapp’s 
testimony in cross-examination. It 
obtained a delay in ruling on ad- 
mission of Knapp’s exhibits in 
evidence. 


Georgia Commission Acts to Set 
New Telephone Rates, 

ATLANTA, April 17 (APF) —Geor- 
gia’s Public Service Commission 
moved yesterday to block an ex- 
haustive court dispute over South- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. rates, and 
set a new scale itself. In a surprise 
move, the commission ordered a 
new telephone rate hearing May 
10. Southern Bell was told to show 
cause why the state should not 
prescribe new “just and reasonable 
rates on a permanent basis.” 

Commission chairman Walter 
McDonald said the order might 
halt lengthy court proceedings al- 
ready under way between the com- 
mission and the company. 

The company appealed to Fulton 
county superior court after the 
commission granted only $1,400,- 
000 of a $4,200, rate increase 
sought by Southern Bell. A special 
three-judge tribunal gave the com- 
pany only $360,000 more, in a tem- 
porary order.

MARGUERITE MARTYN 
DIES; ARTIST, WRITER 


Widow of Clair Kenamore— 
On Post-Dispatch Staff 
36 Years. 


Marguerite Martyn Kenamore, 
retired Post-Dispatch artist and 
writer, died today at her home, 


501 Lake avenue, Webster Groves. 
She was 68 years old and was the 
widow of Clair Kenamore, Post- 
Dispatch staff member and over- 
seas correspondent in World War 
I, who died in 1935. Cerebral 
hemorrhage was the cause of 
death, following a year’s illness. 

The funeral will be held at the 
Parker undertaking  establish- 
ment, 15 West Lockwood avenue, 
Webster Groves, at 2 o’tlock Mon- 
day afternoon. The Rev. James 
M. Lichliter, rector of Emmanuel 
Episcopal Church, will conduct 
the service. Burial will be in Oak 
Hill Cemetery, on Big Bend road. 

Began as Illustrator. 

Mrs. Kenamore, who was known 
professionally. by her maiden 
name, Marguerite Martyn, retired 
in 1939, after 36 years’ service on 
the Post-Dispatch staff, beginning 
in the season before the 1904 
World’s Fair, 

A graduate of Washington Uni- 
versity art school, she began 
newspaper work as an illustrator 
only. The late Oliver K. Bovard, 
then city editor of the Post- 
Dispatch, encouraged her to try 
her hand at writing interviews 
with persons whom she sketched. 
Marguerite Martyn’s signed ar- 
ticles, illustrated with drawings 
in a light and sometimes fanciful 
style, soon became a valued 
feature. 

World’s Fair Sketches. 

During the World’s Fair, Miss 
Martyn ‘sketched distinguished 
personages of this and other 
countries who were visitors to St. 
Louis, and began writing inter- 
views with the subjects of her 
drawings. In the years following, 
she did a wide variety of articles, 
mostly about individuals, but in 
some cases descriptive of public 
events, such as national political 
conventions, the Kentucky Derby 
race or world series ball games. 

Women's fashions, and the ad- 
vancing woman suffrage move- 
ment, in which she was enthusi- 
astically interested, furnished the 
themes of many descriptive ar- 
ticles and interviews. She even 
ventured opinions and drawings 
on the subject of the Well Dressed 
Man, at a time when male attire 
was less informal than it now Ia, 
Stage drama, the Municipal The- 
ater, horse shows and local col- 
lege life furnished subjects for 
other contributions to the news 
or feature sections of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Noted actors and singers com- 
ing to St. Louis were the subjects 
of interesting and often revealing 
stories by Miss Martyn. She: dis- 
cussed the leap year tradition, the 
work of parent-teacher groups, the 
rise and decline of the prohibition 
era, the family life of the Franklin 
D. Roosevelts in 1932, and the 
home and public life of Mrs. John 
N. Garner, wife of the two-term 
vice president, 

Public Agencies as Themes. 

Work of relief agencies, public 
playgrounds, and institutional 
work for the handicapped, were 
subjects of articles in advocacy 
of their support and descriptive of 
their methods, by Marguerite 
Martyn, as she continued to sign 
her articles after her marriage. 

Miss“ Martyn was married in 
1913 to Clair Kenamore, who 
served as Sunday Magazine editor, 
telegraph editor and feature 
writer of the Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Kenamore accompanied the 138th 
(St. Louis) Infantry to England 
and France in 1918, and acted as 
correspondent up to the Armistice. 
He later wrote books on the war 
records of the 138th, called “From 
Vauquois Hill to Exermont,” and 
“History of the 139th Infantry,”

nounced—Vote Follows 
Hour-Long Fight at 
Convention, 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP)— 
The American Society of Newspa- 
r Editors denounced censorship 
ay but voted for voluntary co- 
operation with the Government on 
publishing news about atomic and 
other new military weapons. 

An hour-long fight on the floor 
of the A.S.N.E. convention pre- 
ceded adoption of the resolution 
by a standing vote. The resolu-« 
tion finally approved was offered 
by David Lawrence of Washing- 
ton, editor of the United States 
News and World Report. 

By overwhelming majority, the 
editors turned down a proposal 
approving restrictions on news 
about research and development 
of new weapons. 

Warning by Editor. 

They did so despite a warning 
from Edward J. Meeman of the 
Memphis Press-Scimitar that 
“these times are no peace times.” 

“The papers every day tell us 
we are in a cold war, a real war 
in which this country may be de- 
feated. 

“We never have faced an enemy 
like this one, using the weapons 
that this one uses. I would rather 
risk giving the military some 
slight hold over my paper than 
risk the wrecking of the national 
defense,” Meeman said in sup- 
po of the resolution which would 

ave approved some restrictions, 

Provisions of Resolution, 

The Lawrence substitute resolu- 
tion, which eventually was adopt- 
ed, read: 

“The A.S.N.E. opposes all fornis 
of censorship. To the end that 
the security of the United States 
may not be endangered, voluntary 
co-operation is urged between press 
and Government covering the pub- 
lication of information related to 
the development or use of new" 
weapons.” 

Lost in the shuffle was the pro- 
posal of the resolutions committee 
headed by Richard W. Clarke of. 
the New York Daily News. It op- 
posed all peace-time censorship 
“with one exception dictated by 
the present world crisis”; that is, 
restrictions covering research and 
development of new weapons. 

Six other proposals by the reso- 
lutions committee awaited action 
in the final day of the convention. 

President Truman will give a 
personal report to the 350 editors 
attending at a dinner meeting to- 
night. A part of his talk will be 
broadcast. The rest will be off 
the record. 

The editors were to hear also 
another closed-door talk by Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal at a 
luncheon meeting.

LONDON. 

HE other morning, I went 

with Lady Reading to visit va- 

rious housing projects. The 
London County Council has done 
a remarkable building job, both in 
restoring houses which were 
bombed and in erecting new hous- 
ing. This has required ingenuity 
in finding new materials and 
using them in many ways, but the 
greatest difficulty nas been the 
shortage of labor. 

I saw several apartment house 
projects and then a number con- 
sisting of small houses. Even be- 
fore the war, there was an effort 
to move people out of the con- 
gested areas into the outskirts of 
London, and to build complete 
living areas, with shopping dis- 
tricts, churches, schools, recrea- 
tion fields, moving picture thea- 
ters and so on. This would be 
a vast improvement over the way 
of life which many people have 
to endure in the heart of London,

HOUSING NEEDS are different 
here from those in the United 
States. For instance, we would 
consider it impossible to keep 
house without a small refrigerator. 
Here, they are planning to put 
refrigerators into the newer types 
of houses and apartments, but 
they say that refrigerators have 
not been a real necessity as yet 
because no one could buy enough 
food to keep any on hand. Not 
even milk could go bad, because 
there, is just enough for the chil- 
dren to drink immediately. 

I saw some very substantial ply- 
wood houses, which come in sec- 
tions and take only about two 
weeks to put together, with plumb- 
ing and painting included. The 
heating would not seem adequate

to us, but they have managed to 
put a little coal fireplace in every 
living room, Without such a fire- 
place, the center of the home 
would vanish, for it serves more 
than the purpose of just heating 
that room. Sometimes the ten- 
ants heat water there as well. 

Instead of using just coal, they 
can use wood or even refuse of 
some kind, Their coal storage 
seemed to me a little awkward, 
but since they buy coal in -100- 
pound bags and, I suppose, get 
very few at a time, they do not 
complain at having to carry the 
bags up several flights of stairs to 
their own coal bin, which is a 
closet off the hallway.

ONE FEATURE of these pro}- 
ects which, I think, is given more 
careful attention than we give it 
is the training of the manage- 
ment. The London County Coun- 
cil has a course for the people it 
hires for this purpose. Anyone 
with a college degree can get 
through -in two years, but if you 
are only a high-school graduate, 
you must take a four-year course, 
While you are studying, you are 
paid five pounds a week besides 
your tuition fee. Both men and 
women take these courses, 

As a rule, in every housing 
group, there is a man manager 
who collects the rents and has 
charge of the porters. One group 
that I saw had 900 dwelling units, 
served by four or five porters. All 
minor repairs; the cleaning of 
halls and stairs, and certain work 
in landscaping are done by this 
staff. , 

There ig also a welfare officer 
who calls on new tenants, ex- 
plaining how things in the house 
work and trying to make the new- 
comers feel generally at home by 
telling them about the shops, the 
recreation facilities, and so on. 
These managers, of course, both 
men and women, must be pretty 
good psychologists and must like 
people especially children. 

At present, land which may 
some day be used for purely deco- 
rative purposes, such as lawns, is 
divided among the tenants, who 
use it for vegetable gardens. These 
help out their ration points. Cer- 
tainly, the children look healthy 
and well-fed. 

On this tour of housing projects, 
I again felt the British people's 
friendliness for the United States. 
In each place, as soon as word got 
around that I was visiting Mr. and 
Mrs. So-and-so’s apartment, people 
would begin to gather outside and 
they greeted me shyly but warmly.

E feel sure about much of 
WV. information we have on 
those important substances 
called fats and oils, But there are 
still many mysteries about them 
and their invisible functions in 
the human body. The evidence 
that fats furnish heat and energy 
and that one gram of fat supplies 
9 calories of heat while a gram 
of carbohydrate and protein sup- 
ply only 4 is well proven. Medical 
men and nutritionists are con- 
vinced that a little extra padding 
of fat on the human frame is a 
good reserve of energy to draw 
on in case of-sickness and that 
it protects nerve ends from the 
constant irritations that one 
would otherwise receive in the 
course of the day’s activity. 
This explains why folks with a 
normal padding of fat under the 
skin have more poise and patience 
as a rule than skinny people. 
Fat is needed in the structure of 
brain and nerve tissue and it is 


‘believed to be essential in the 


structure of all other tissue. Fat 
digests slowly. That is why it 
provides that satisfied, stick-to- 
the-rib feeling. When digested, it 
breaks up chemically into fatty 
acids and glycerol. But only 95 
to 97 per cent of fat eaten is 
completely digested. And that is 
fortunate. The undigested part 
serves as a lubricant to the ali- 
mentary tract and prevents con- 
stipation. Therefore, to sum it all 
up, we have enough facts at hand 
to conclude that it takes quite a 
little fat to make the human body 
as well as the whole world keep 
ticking smoothly. 


True Hollandaise Sauce. 


One-fourth cup butter, one- 
fourth cup cream (sweet or sour), 
two egg yolks, one tablespoon 
cider vinegar, salt to taste, and 
one to two teaspoons dry mus- 
tard, 

Melt butter in top of double 
boiler; add cream and beaten egg 
yolks, stirring well. Add vinegar 
and salt and cook over boiling 
water, stirring constantly until 
just thick. Immediately remove 
from heat and beat until light. 
Stir in mustard if desired. Serve 
hot with cauliflower, broccoli, 
spinach or asparagus. Makes 
about*two-thirds cup. 


Butternut Balls. 


One cup butter, one-half cup 
sugar, two eggs, .separated, one 
teaspoon lemon rind, two and one- 
half cups all-purpose flour two 
tablespoons milk, one cup chopped 
walnuts, and twelve to fifteen 
glazed cherries. 

Cream butter till soft and 
smooth. Add sugar gradually, 
creaming after each addition. 
Blend in egg yolks, rind and beat 
until fluffy. Add half the flour, 
then milk and remaining flour. 
Knead slightly to blend thorough- 
ly. Shape into balls size of a wal- 
nut. Dip into slightly beaten egg 
white, then into nuts. Place on 
greased baking sheets. Press half 
a cherry in center of each cookie. 
Bake at 350 F. (moderate) for 
20 to 30 minutes, Cool on cake 
racks. Makes two to two and one- 
half dozen cookies.

West's five-club shutout made 
South show his spades at the five- 
level—and since South could not 
know that he would find any 
spade support in North’s hand, 
and also could not know that 
North’s diamonds were good 
enough for a slam in that suit, he 
had to turn conservative and bid 
only five spades. When this got 
around to North, the latter felt, 
with reason, that his own opening 
bid had been too light for him 
now to take further action, 


South should have deferred the 
cue bid until he had more infor- 
mation about the fit of the North 
and South hands. A mere two- 
spade overcall of the two clubs 
was all that was necessary on the 
first round. Then, whether or not 
West put in his shutout raise, 
South could later try his cue bid. 
Even if he had to bid six clubs 
over West's raise to five clubs, 
that course would be reasonable if 
by so doing South was making an 
obvious demand on North for a 
choice between spades and dia- 
monds at the six-level. | 

If South felt, for any reason, 
that a mere two-spade call on the 
first round would not be ati 
factory, he could have jumped to 
three spades. The crucial point 
was that he certainly should have 
shown his suit before Cue-bidding 
the opponents’ suit!
